TO HELP DISASTER VICTIMS. 
The American Red Cross society is 
out with a new method of relief to 
assist those who are left destitute 
by disasters. 
If the plans do not fail :he so­ 
ciety they will tim be applied to 
the relief of the families of the min­ 
ers killed by the disaster at Cherry, 
Illinois. 
The method as outlined is the put­ 
ting aside of a permanent fund by 
the Red Cross, Na ional Mine Work­ 
ers’ Association and an appropria­ 
tion of the Illinois legislature. The 
Red Cross has endorsed the move­ 
ment and the miners’ association and 
the legislature is in full sympathy 
with it, so the chances are that the 
plan will be in working order after 
the convening of the legislative body 
in January and the meeting of the 
mine workers in February. If these 
bodies endorse the stand of the Red 
Cross, the funds of the three will be
